LONDON, July 18—Startling figures re-| 
garding the sale and use of secret proprietary. 
medicines and appliances have been given in 
the testimony of Alfred Cox, secretary of the 
British Medical association, before the select 
ragcosere 1 of the house of commons which 

is inquiring into the patent medicine trafic. 

Cox stated that the gravest examples of 
the injury. being done in this country by ex- 
tensively advertised medicines and appli- 
ances were found among people suffering 

He testified that in numerous cases of these 
maladies worthless remedies were tried in 
the early stages of the disease, and when 
eventually. a medical man or surgeon was 
called in he was too late to be of any service. 

Frauds on the public, the witness testified, 
were perpetrated in connection with proprie- 
tary medicines and appliances by the use of 
grossly exaggerated statements concerning 
their alleged curative properties ana false 
statements as to the drugs used. « Some of 
the apparatus and articles movers: “were 
frauds pure and simple. ® 

It was estimated that in the year 1008 
no less than $12,500,000, @ sum sufficient to 
maintain forty thousand” hospital beds, was 
spent in Great Britain on patent medicines. 

Among the suggestions made by the asso- 
ciation for the control of the evil was one 
based on the American pure food and drugs 
act, which provides that the amount and 
kind of drugs used in @ patent preparation 
‘must be specified on the label.

LONDON tuly 4.—Bvidently they are get- 
tink “fed up’’ over* here (and no wonder) 
with having Americans win‘all kinds of cham- 
pionships and bag other honors thet, until 
recently, have been regarded as belonging 
by right divine to the imperial race. Up to 
now such transatlantic victories have been 
duly chronicled—albeft grudgingly, and fre- 
quently in small type in obscure corners, by 
the newspapers here—but, “’ang it all, you 
must draw the line somewhere, don’t you 
know?’ 

So the press of London, et all events, with 
one solitary exception in the shape of the 
politically influential but otherwise little 
read Sunday Observer (which is now owned 
by WiMiam Waldorf Astor), has seen fit to 
ignore the fact that for *he first time in its 
history the Newdigate prize for poetry at 
Oxford university was won by an American 
in the person of Willlam Chase Greene, 4 
student at Balliol college and one of the 
Rhodes scholars from Massachusetts. 


Always Announced Heretofore. 

Yearly up to now, if one remembers rightly, 
the winner of this, perhaps the most coveted 
of Oxford distinctions, has been announced 
in the papers here, and if i had been an 
Englishman, or at worst even a colonial, 
who this year scooped in the twenty guineas 
or roughiy $106, awarded by old Sir Roger 
Newdigate, the glad tidings would have been 
heralded by every sheet in the kingdom; but 
“ Another Yankee? No fear!’ no doubt Brit- 
ish editors said. 

Of course this kind of “ playing the game " 
helps to promote Anglo-American good feel- 
ing a lot, and what Cecil Rhodes—who found- 
ed the scholarships—would have to say about 
it probably could not be quoted in print. 

Meanwhile the comparatively few Amer- 
{cans over here outside of Oxford who have 
heard of Mr. Greene's victory are pleased 
that the name of one of our countrymen 
should have been added to the historic Met 
in which those of John Ruskin, Matthew Ar- 
nol4, Sir Edwin Arnold, W..H. Mallock, and 
Lord Selborne figure.

_ ‘THE INDIVIDUAL AND THE STATE. 


The present generation in the United 
States is revising ite theories of the proper 
limits of state interference with private af: 
fairs. Within a decade we have witnessed 
the establishment of regulation of the rail- 
poads and other public utilities, and-in the 
field of social legislation there has been av 
focreasing assumption of control over the in- 


dividual. This modification of the strict doc- 


trine of laissez faire is the most marked 
characteristic of the @rift in our political 
end social life, and as the tendency seems 
rather to accelerate than to abate there is 
no topic which it behooves the thinking

faire doctrine in 1 has discredited 
what was and is a: idealistic theory 
of human relations. It is difficult for this 
generation, which is waking sharply to the 
defects of, laissez faire and to the human 
evils which were permitted to grow up under 
it, to do justice to if. The powers that mis- 
use liberty are the worst enemies of liberty, 
and while selfish and shortsighted egotism 
is exploiting humanity and developing social 
disease under the holy name of freedon, it is 
not easy to be just. 


- So perhaps today we are already inclined 


po neglect what is good in the individualist 
point of view and to brush aside the whole 
some fear our forefathers felt of the inter. 
ference of the state in private affairs. What 
we need is clear thinking to avoid a hasty 
acceptance of plausible extensions of public 
control and at the same time a sane refusal 


to be balked of real social betterments by 


academic: theories of vidual rights or 
vague fears of “ pa sm.” : 
An excellent discussion of principles un- 
derlying the relations of the state to the in- 
dividual is that of the distinguished English 
sociologist, Prof. Hobhouse, in the conclud- 


“ing lecture of a series delivered at Columbia 


last year and now published under the title, 
“Social Evolution and Political. Theory.” 
Prot. Hobhouse is better able to clarify our 
- thought about the vexed claims of the social 
-meliorist and put us in harmony with the 
» best social effort of the day than individual- 
ists like the Jate Prof. Sumner or his British 
predecessors of the heyday of laissez faire. 
Especially timely is the reminder that 
the assumed abtithesis between, the rights 
of the individual and the welfare of the 
state, between liberty and restraint, is a 
féise antithesis. If liberty is a social con- 
ception, there can be no liberty without 
social restraint. If all restraints are re- 
“moved otie person may enjoy absolute lib- 
erty. But his liberty will work some other 
person's restruint. ‘ Excess of liberty con- 


-tradicts itself,” says Prof. Hobbouse; “ thera 


_is only liberty for one and restraint for an- 
other.” To establish liberty, therefore, is a 
_ problem of organizing restraints. _

conditions, including the mutual restraint, 
whereby the life of the mind is rendered se- 
eure. In the former sphere compulsion only 
defeats itself. In the latter liberty defeats 


control does not impair liberty but, on the 
contrary, is itself the means of extending 
liberty, and may and should be conceived 
with that very object in view. Thus it is 
that upon the whole we see a tendency to 
the removal of restraints in the sphere in 
which whatever there is of value to manhood 
depends on spontaneity of impulse, free in- 
terchange of ideas, and voluntary codpera- 
tion going along with the tendency to draw 
tighter the bonds which restrain, men from 
acting directly or indirectly to the injury of 
their fellows and to enlarge the borders of 


the action of the state in response to a de- 
veloping sense of collective responsibility.” 


LET CITIZENS CONSIDER THESE 
THINGS. 

To a correspondent. who inquired if Tas 
Trisunw would support the progressive 
movement if it were dissociated from the 
candidacy of Theodore Roosevelt a brief 
reply of “ Yes”’ already has been made.

Other men 
earnestly but ineffectively were trying to 
direct public attention to serious ills. They 
were not making headway. Col. Roosevelt 
entered the campaign and succeeded. 

If this brought him the enmity of such a 
forceful, useful man as Senator La Follette 
it only provetl that Senator La Follette, 
large in understanding and strong in pur- 
pose as he is, is not quite large enough or 
} strong enough to see with gratification the 
progress of principles if it carries with it the 
success of an, individual he does not like. 
This detracts more from the usefulness of 
Mr. La Follette than it does from admira- 
tion many citizens have for him. 

Under Col. Roosevelt's leadership the 
men protesting against wrong things, seek- 
ing better government, honest methods, fair 
and square ways of conducting affairs— 
seeking them in order that social justice 
might be given more sympathetic vision and 
more sympathetic hands, that the United 
States of America might be better founded 
in equity, and therefore in stability—these 
men, scattered the country over and fight- 
ing against heavy organization odds, came 
together. They became organized and effi- 
cient. They won. 

The progressive movement needed Col. 
Roosevelt then, and it needs him now. Tun 
TRIBUNE would have been glad if another 

could have done this work and if it had 

enough te alist thé tyiipathy of the 

former president and had not been neces- 

him ih & forefront.

EFFICIENCY IN EDUCATION. 


overworked school children, directed chiefly 
against conditions in some private schools, 
Tus TRIBUNE expressed the opinion that 
this evil is the result of inefficient teaching. 
It is worthy of note that this point of view 


Shawan, superintendent of schools at Co- 
lumbus, O. In an address before the con- 
vention of the N. E. A. Supt. Shawan sald: 
“In former days the pupil who looked out 
the window was classed as inattentive. As 
a matter of fact, the teacher who cannot 
hold the attention of bis pupils is more to 
blame than the boy who watches the wocd- 
pecker as he works upon a hollow treo. In- 
stead of the boy being rapped over the 
knuckles the teacher should be punished for 
| inefficiency.” 

A teacher dulled by settles eannot do his 
duty, cannot teach effectively, and his want 
of interest is immediately reflected in the 
pupil.. Teaching is an art of a very high 
order, requiring for really successful results 
a persistently alert interest, a great expen- 
diture of mental! and moral energy. There 
is no profession in which the heavy spi. it of 
routine is more destructive. 

If the teacher is highly eneigized and en- 
thusiastically interested in his work, all but 
subnorma! pupils will learn from day to 
day and not be compelled to cram to pass 
fair examinations at the end of the term. 
And teaching is not efficient.if normal pu- 
pils find it necessary to cram wheu the 
course is finished. 

But all theblame is not upon the shdehders 
of the individual teacher. There is a good 
deal chargeable to the makers of curricula. 
In this connection the note of the future 
was undoubtedly struck by another speake: 
at the convention, Mr. Herbert Quick, editor 
of Farm and Fireside, who, protesttng 
against the present rural school as frequent- 
ly “a bad copy of a poor city school,” and 
praising the idea of tle school as a social 
center, said: “This economic basis for 
social centers is offered by the new kind of 
rural school which is coming into existence— 
the school which is in all its teaching cor- 
related with rurallife. Our arithmetic must 
‘deal with the quantities of soil constituents, 
farm inventories, and the like. The rural 


school must become the laboratory of the dis- 


‘trict. Earm accounts must be kept there 
for the district farms by the advanced pupils. 
Comparisons will thus disel..se the sort of 
farming which is most pr litable.” 

Relate the subjects taught directly with 
the natural activities of the life livei by 
pupils and teacher, and their relation is 
vitalized and made significart to both. : 

And, finally, responsibilit; rests upon the 
shoulders of the community, upon all of us, 
to realize the importance of the teacher's 
function and to express that realization ia 
the support, both mora! and substantial, of 
an enlightened policy to bring into the teach- 
| ing profession those who have the teacher’s 
vocation and to weed out those who have not. 
‘Teachers should be thoroaghly trained and 
tested, and after acceptation there should be 
tests of continued efficiency. hey should 
be adequately paid and there should be lib- 
eral provision for illness an «uperannnua- 
tion, Their hours and conditions of work 
should be adjusted to brinz about the high- 
est efficiency. We are working steadily to- 
ward better health conditi ns in the school, 
more attention is given t» ventilation and 
physical surroundings will be more attractive 
in the newer type of building than in the old. 

All this costs money, but it is sound and 
a richly productive investment. It is parsi- 
mon} that is waste, and we, as citizens of 
a nation pledged to democratic progress, 
must realize that the success of our great 
experiment and the preservation of our free 
institutions depend more than anything elsc 
upon the vital efficiency of our popular edu- 
cation. 

This is, perhaps, the oldest of American 
truisms, but it is not as deeply felt as it 
should be even now, when through profound 
changes in our economic and social condi- 
tions the service required of the public school 
is more complicated and important than ever 
before. :

Unfortunately, 
not all parts of the country have been cov- 
ered by sanitary surveys. To go to an un- 
surveyed place' is like buying a pig in a 
poke; one may go back to work as healthy 
as he started on his vacation, and then again 
he may not. 

The object of a vacation is mental relaxa- 
tion—to escape the rut, to change the routine, 
to make a break in the monotony of the 
everyday. It is not to improve physical 
health, That has been-.determined a long 
time ago. If a man can go back to work 
after his vacation with a freshened mind 
and with good physical health he has a 
right to be satisfied.

Hazen’s law is that, for every death from 
water borne typhoid, polluted water causes 
three deaths from other causes. e same 
thing, holds true of nonfatal illness. For

» MéLatghlin ie of the opinion that pollut- 
ed water causes a great deai of the summer 
complaint of babies. For a long time it has 
been accepted that bad water caused most 
of the diarrheeds in grown people, and the 
so-called “ winter cholera ” ig nothing more 
than a mild, typical, water borne typhoid 
fever. 

We may. not have much to say about the 
right of a man to improve physically dur- 
ing his vacation, but we do insist that the 
man who has picked up typhoid fever or 
other preventable illness during his vacation 
has not had a square deal. If he failed to 
investigate before he went on his vacation 
he has not given himself a square deal. If 
he pays his money for an outing and finds 
bad water, bad milk, no provision against 
flies or poor hotel facilities, he has not been 
given a square deal.

This study gives the kind of water supply, 
the sewage disposal, an estimate of. the use 
of yard wells and yard privies, and then it 
checke these by a study of the typhoid con- 
ditions. It does not have much to say about 
the milk supplies of the different cities and 
towns, though in the chapters dealing with 
general conditions the author discusses milk 
vey Reeelz and clearly. 

tsidé of an occasional analysis of the 
diarrhoea situation, Dr. McLaughlin con- 
fines his discussion of water borne disease, 
so far ab local situations are concerned, to 
typhoid fever. ‘Typhoid is generally regafd- 
ed as the yardstick by which the general 


| sanitation of a town is to be measured. 


Dr. McLaughlin gives an honor roll of 
American cities. It is a list of twenty 
cities in which the January to June:typhoid 
death rate is less than 10 per 100,000 popu- 
lation. (Of course the annual rate is had 
by doubling the six months rate.)

“The place holding the position of honor 
in 1910 was Bridgeport, Conn., .9; and then 
followed Jersey City, Scranton, Boston, Fall 
River, Worcester, Cincinnati, Newark, Low- 
ell, New York, Paterson, Rochester, and 
Chicago, thirteenth with 4.2. For the entire 
year Chicago was ninth with 13.7. . 

The year 1910 was a bad typhoid year 
for Chicago, as these recent years go. If 
the others places have not bettered their 
1910 records in 1912 Chicago stands sixth, 
for in the first six months of this year the 
talf year rate has been 3.528. 

There is a reason for putting emphasis 
on the half year rate. From January to 
June about all the typhoid is water borne 
(shellfish typhoid is of. minor importance). 
From June to January milk, flies, vege- 
tables, and fingers come into the field as 
important aids in the spread of the disease. 
The winter rate is the water rate—the meas- 
ure of the pollution of the drinking water. 
Do not get the idea that water does not 
epread typhoid in July, August, and Sep- 
tember, for it does, but milk and fly typhoid 
cloud the situation.

An analysis of the typheid rates of Lake 
Michigan and nearby cities and towns shows 
thaf in 1910 they arranged themselves into 
three groups—honor class, with a typhoid 
rate under 20; fairly safe, 20 to 30; unsafe, 
with a rate over 30.

It may even have seemed to others 
that he succeeded. but as a professor once 
gaid of such a student: “ He didn’t see his 
marks.”

Perhaps such a young man may seem, for 
a time, to succeed tn trying his flashy trick 
on the world, if circumstances favor, but he 
is the worst deceived of men, being self-

They may have brought some immediate 
“results that helped him to deceive himself, 


but. at best results that were trivfal°and tn, 


nO sense cumulative, as the best results a 
ways aré.. They dwarfed rather than In- 
creased his growth. In the end his egotism 
and selfish love of small exertions instead 
of great have helped to etrand him at that 
midnoon of his life when he ought to be 
under sall for a long and successful voyage. 

Take the other. He had more of that ele- 
ment somewhat maligned and misunder- 
stood called conscience. It worked blindly 
for him, perhaps. It was a part of that intu- 
ition which the latert of great modern phil- 
osophers makes the basis of all things of life. 
And he had one other very great thing, the 
power, or the will, to keep everlastingly at it.

Experienced Partner a Big Help.

HE man who has money to invest, but | 
no business experience, is almost as 
auch at sea as the man who is out 
jookoing for a job. It may seem incred- 
ible, but it is true none the less, that 

there are walking in the streets of Chicago 
hundreds of men, with anywhere from $250 
to $3,000 in their possession, as eager to find 
an opportunity to invest their money as the 
workingmen or clerk out of a job is eager 
to find an opportunity to invest hig.laboring 
power. 

To find a business that would bring in a 
conservative return for the money invested 
is a manifold problem. In the first place, 
one may invest his money in a proposition 
which may turn out to be a downright 
gswindie, and lose every cent. In the second 
place, where the proposition is sound, it 
may not alwaye prove the equal of the man 
who has money to invest, or the man may 
not prove the equal of the proposition. 

So difficult indeed is the problem of what 


*to do with one’s money that many men go 


outside of Chicago in search of opportuni- 
ties for investment. In the public library 
one can find almost any time during the day 
well dressed and prosperous looking men 
scanning the advertising columne of out of 
town papers to see what opportunities other 
cities offer for a man with a limited capital 
who waats-¢to go into business 
* 
Many Seek Business Chances. 

On the other hand, just as the Chicago man 
is on the loékout for opportunities elsewhere, 
people from out of town come here in search 
of business chances. The hardships, one 
might say torments, which the man who, by 
years of hard wor and economy, has saved 


up a few hundred dollars goes through be- | 


fore he finally lands some sort of a business 
was told by one such man the other day. 

“The trouble,” the man said, “is that 
when you have a few hundred dollars to in- 
vest, and you say #o, people take you either 
for an easy mark or elee they think that you 
are looking for a get-rich-quick scheme. A 
man With a solid, conservative business will 
not think of taking you into partnership. 

‘*I advertised recently that I would like to 
invest a few hun dollars in a business 
proposition. A man in the cigar business re- 
plied. I went over to see him... We had a 
talk, and the thing came to nothing. I don't 
think the man was Mshonest. But he misun- 
derstood my motive entirely. He fold me 
that by investing the money I wanted to 
invest with him I would be given a proposi- 
tion which would be a cinch, would bring in 
all sorts of money, and easy work.

‘If the man had told me that by invest 
ing the amount he needed with him I would 
get a proposition which would bring me « 
reasonable return on my money and that in : 
time there might, of course, be a chance of 
making more money, of working up, I would 
have taken his proporition.. For then I 
would feel convinced that he understands 
my position. ; 

“ As it wes, his talk about ‘ easy money*

I would set you right as to-the quantity 
of butter needed to keep the lamb from 
burning.” It is true that the papers should 
be well greased on the Inside before any- 
thing goes into them. This is done bp 
meltedbutter;.‘and the butter (or. k 
dripping) is applied ‘with a brush to a 
parts of the inner ‘side.of the bag. After 
the cooking begins, the Sow of natural 
juices from the meat keeps the surface 
moist and secure against the risk of burn- 
ing: : 

Chops and cutlets and chicken, which one 
would brown, should be breaded thickly 
all over béfére gothe into the bag. ‘They 
will brown beautifully if this is done. 

Potatoes may ve boiled and likewise fried 
in the bags.. .I doubt if‘a tyro could do 
the latter feat. The température of the 
range must be watched and regulated most 
fudiciougly if one would turn out’ crisp, 
delicately browned potatoes. It is con- 
ceded by experts in the art that beef can- 
not be roasted properly tn the paper bag, 
whereas mutton, vedl, lamb, and chicken 
may be cooked to a turn thus. Beef is 
*gafd’ to be too watery for the process. Even 
‘when breaded, it is not what we would 
have it...” 

Of the dumplings I may say, es with the 
biscuits, the fault is first with insufficient 
and uneven Duttering, secondly, “—_ the 
uneven heat.

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Mrs. Crosby Harrisburg Gal. 

Mrs, Crosby was a Harrisburg girl, 
Jeanette Murtag,: until a little over two 
years ago, when she married Frank Crosby, 
‘who at that time was a resident of Harris- 
burg, although born .and reared in Car- 
stens. - His health was frail and_ shortly 
after his marriage to Miss Murtag he: was 
compelled to surrénder his position in Harris- 
burg and return to his home town. The first 
glimpse that the people.of Carstens had of 
Mrs. Crosby was When she cane with her 
sick husband to ocenpy the old Crostiy home- 
stead at the edge of the village.

Fit for any Egyptian potentate,. massive,

Why Epstein selected the strange, couchant 
figure, un which are the features, strikingly

reproduced, of Oscar Wilde, nobody seems to 
know. Epstein, who has won much fame on 


the continent, as well as in England, has. 


spent eight months on the two pieces, just 
arriving at the finishing process this month. 

During this period he has worked steadily 
and sécretly, allowing no stranger tg enter 


“his workroom, mixing with nobody, and ’ 
maintaining 2 strict silence regarding the Os-. 


car Wilde memoria! piece. Furthermore, it 
is said that the sculptor is not in sympatiy 
with his work, and that he was only per- 
suaded to execute the order when a large 
cash reward was offered. 

Mr. Ross made no attempt to explain any- 
thing regarding the Wilde memorial beyond 
stating that it was to be executed in 1912 
and delivered at Pere La Chaise in the sum- 
mer. He hinted that some rich admirer »f 
the poet was willing to foot the bill—a bill 
that runs into the thousands of pounds, see 
ing that Epstein is just now popular and has 
orders to keep him busy a year ahead. 

He selected Derbyshire limestone to do his 
work. Two of the finest blocks procurable 
were tried otit, and finally, behind locked 
dovrs, the work began. ' Slowly appeared the 
strange “ flying angel,” done after the Beyp- 
tian style of art and seeming, in grandeur 
to tell the story of a Pharaoh rather than the 
secset of the life of England’s. -strangest 
man. Gradually the sculptor worked the 
heavy bisecks into shape without even the aid 
of an artisan, which fact started the people 
who knew of the commission to puzzling.

Secret Buried In the Stone? 

And, after the blocks had been nearly tin- 
ished, some gossip said that buried in the 
heart of the stone were secrets—secrets of 
which it was intended the world should 
know nothing, and which wete to be buried 
for eternity with the man to whom so many 
strange things happened during his lifetime. 

Whether or not such secrets were buried 
nobody is sure, but the sculptor and the 
friends of the deceased gentus ‘will say noth- 
ing. The, facts regarding the whole case re- 
main as obscure today as they did a year ago.

Thousands of (Chicago housewives turned 
to social settlements in the hope that the 


neighborhood workers in the poorer districts 


might know of a girl who would prove a 
likely servant and accept a home and good 
wages with a family in return for doing the 
work of a domestic. No help came from this 
quarter either. 

The search for seyants on the part of wor- 
ried and nerveracked housewives now leads 
to the women's clubs. Even the charity or- 
ganizations in the city are applied to for 
servants. :

Aid Asked of City Club. 

“We have not yet gone into the servant 
girl problem,” said an official of the Woman's 
. Cty élub of Chicago, “ but we may have to 
go into it. We are getting inquiries from 
many housewives as to whether’ we could 
find servants.” 

Nor is Chicago alone suffering from thi 
servant famine. Ne ew York, greater than 
Chicago in point of population, but mach 
less of a “home fown,” finds itself 100,090 
servant girls shy, according to a report made 
recently by the commissioner of license. 

The hotels in New York are being more 
and more songht by families of means, in 
order te dispense with the worries of run- 
ning a household constantly hindered by the

Democracy Nub of Situation. 


These questions put to-a score or more of 


social workers, employment agents, and work- + 


ing gitls themselves elicited yarious replies, 
| of which meet at one point. 
The point ig that we are a democracy. 
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We have a servant problem in this country , 
for the same reason that we have a vote, for 


the same reason that we make our own laws 
instead of having these laws dictated to us 
by a divine right potentate. And no one 
feels the fact that we aré a democracy 80 


much as does the class of girls from which - 


domestics are drawn. 

Fhe domestics of this country come mostly 
from among the newly arrived immigrants 
from Slay and German countries of Europe. 
The best of domestics come from Scandina- 
vian countries—Sweden, Norway, and Den- 
mark. The girls of these countries, if they 
know anything at all about America, know 
and expect it to be a land of opportunties. 
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* 
Chinese and Japanese servants are found 
most satisfactory in some households. 


And they are convinced that there are no 
opportunities in‘ being a domestic. 

Opportunit—* making good.” in America— 
as conceived by the immigrant girl, is to 
“get a fellow:’’;-to marry a man who will 
provide a nice nal comfortable home for her. 
Work as a domestic and “ getting a fellow ” 
somehow do not go hand in hand. 

The young man in Chicago, whether’ he 
was born here or has been here only a few 
years, is accustomed to find his wife without 
the assistance of a third party—the match- 
maker; so common in Burope. He is accus- 
tomed to find her in his society circles, to 
find her beside him in the shop or factory, to 
find her at a picnic or outing or in the nickel 
theater.

Where Cupid Finds Good Hunting. 


The time for finding the girl or the young 
man is evenings and Sundays. Evenings the 
dance halls in the foreign districts are ablaze 
with light. The air is aglow with love whis- 
perings.' Evenings the street corner is the 
place for the exchange of confidences or the 
making of “dates” for next Sunday, for in- 
vitations to outings, for the declarations of 
love, and the making of proposals. . 

The girl who works as a domestic misses 
her evenings, and the dance hall, and the 
street corner. Hence her apathy to domestic 
work. 

Beside missing her fun she also misses her 
friends, her relatives. As a domestic she is 
isolated. The Polish, or Bohemian, or Slav, 
or Danish servant girl may be working for 


the best family in Chicago. But to her the 
best family means nothing.. The neighbors 
across the hall in the tenement, the nearby 
saloonkeeper, who is a leading citizen, in the 
immigrant community, are her “best citi- 
zens.” She is at hone among them, among 
her people. She is 9 stranger and most often 
without: a language in ap American home.

Silence an Oppressive Ruling. 


“ What iittle Inglish I speak now I picked 
up since I gave up working as a domestic 
and went into a factory. In a ‘factory it is 
pretty generally forbidden to speak. But the 
silence in the factory is not as depressing 
as is the silence in which you work in the 
kitchen. In the factcry you are alongside of 
friends. The order not o speak is not there 
because you are considered inferior. It ap- 
plies to all alike. The sjlence in the kitchen 


is humiliating. You feel that you are con- 


sidered inferior. 

“IT am a graduate of a public school in 
German Poland. “As a. servant I was treated, 
quite unconsciously, by my employers as an 
inferior sort of being. Nobody talked to me. 
And when occasionally I attracted attention 
to myself and’ was praised, the praise was not 
that accorded to an equal, but it was a sort 
of a condescending praise as much as to say, 
* Look at that ignorant lump: she, too, can 
rene. 


“T’'ll take a job as a dishwasher any time 


‘in preference to the best paying job in a 


home. The restaurant is run on the order of 
a factory. Nobody cares who I am or what 
’ am. It is my work they want and for my 
work they pay me. I have but a mechanical 
interest in my work. In domestic work I 
am compelled to maintain a sort of a family 
relation to my employers, which in every 
way accentuates the differences between mas- 
ter or mistress. and servant.”

Wages a Secondary Consideration. 


“ But money, is that no consideration with 
you?” was asked of the girl. “ Getting six 
and seven dollars a week and your board and 
room free as a domestic, you could save some 
money. As a dishwasher you are borer 
earning your living.” 

“Yes,” retorted the girl, “but I am get- 
ting my evenings off as a dishwasher, while 
I lose my evenings as a domestic. 

“Evenings,” she continued, “are money 
with the working girl. They are more of an 
asset to her than cash. Go into the foreign 
sections of the city and you find scores of 
old maids—all servants. They thought: they 
would work a few years as domestics and 
save money and then they would begin to 
live. ge they spent the years between 17 
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go’s servant 


and 20, years during which the average girl 
is mingling with young men, all by them- 
selves. When these girls with $500 or even 
$1,000 saved finally emerged from their 
kitchen life and tried to take a place in the 
society of thcir equals they found themselves 
utterly lost.

Views of a Social W orker. 


The arguments of the girl against work of 
a domestic were declared to be valid by a 
social worker of more than twenty years’ 
experience who is thoroughly familiar with 
the lives: and aspirations of the people from 
among whom the domestics are recruited. 

“No matter how,you may try to soften 
it,” this woman said, “the fact remains that

No inquiry that ean 
be made today is more vital to America 
than the effort to learn the effects that 
we may expect from the digging of the 
Panama Canal, and from the opening 
of it as an international waterway. To 
frame a categorical answer to either of 
these two divisions of the question is, 
of course, an impossibility.

It explains the look of 
security on the faces of the employees; for they know that inefficiency and graft 
ean not edge into the work until accuracy and order have begun to edge out. 
When you have taught a man that no rival can pass him by turning sharp ¢or- 
ners, you have worked a mighty ehange in his philosophy. 

There is nothing erude or haphazard ‘in the extraordinary solidity of the 
moral tone of the Zone. In large commercial undertakings we are accustomed to 
see men broken down by the temptations and the pressure of organized vice. 
In the Zone the Commission controls these matters with a firm hand. Instead 
of driving a laborer or other employee to exhaustion, and then turning him oyer 
to the nearest saloon or dive for the night, the Commission uses him inteliigently 
and efficiently; removes the usual commercialized temptations from_h-s neigh- 
borhood; pays him adequately; and places at his hand an astonishing variety 
of well-organized and wholesome recreations. As one who has had some oppor- 
tunity to observe the tendency to moral breakdown among northern peoples 
colonizing tropical regions, the present writer ventures the statement that just 
as the Panama Job marks a new era in the establishing of healthy conditions of 
living in the tropies, so it marks a new era of moral and physical soundness,

The meanest workingman on 
the Job has the right to call in person any Sunday 
morning on the ruling workingman, Colonel Goethals, 
and relieve himself of any grievance that may be bur- 
dening his spirit — this by way of equalizing the pos- 
sible injustices of an otherwise impersonal system of 
administration. 

The impression made upon the present writer was 
that the Canal Job is the biggest and most complete 
experiment in collective activity that the world has 
ever seen. In certain respects, which will be pointed 
out, it is not complete socialism; and it ean not be 
held to prove state socialism practicable. But the 
Government is doing it, and doing it efficiently, eco- 
nothically, supremely well. And by doing it su- 
premely well, it appears to be shattering a tradition 
that hes close to the roots of our American civiliza- 
tion. For no one can deny that the theory of “ Pri- 
vate Initiative” is the basis of our industrial life. 
And the theory of Private Initiative leads to the con- 
clusion that unless you constantly hold before the 
eyes of every individual the prospect of “ making” a 
private fortune, he will have no “ incentive ” to exert 
himself; and, that through the decline of the indi- 
vidual energy and character, the very civilization 
itself will deteriorate. 

We have spoken of certain reasons why this under- 
taking can not be held to prove state socialism prac- 
ticable. Three of these reasons were expressed re- 
peatedly to the writer by men in charge of various 
branches of the work. | 

The reason that is perhaps most frequently urged

Whitewash some two-inch 
strips and nail to posts on the outside of 
the garden fence, or inside the chicken 
yard fence, ten inches below the top of 
the wiré netting. The chickens invariably 
see the strip, and fly for it; and, of 
eourse, the netting above throws them 
back. After a few trials, they give it 
up. — Mrs. R. A. N., Wakefield, Kan. 


I have found that the best thing to. use 
for washing hair that is auburn or has a 
red tone, is salts of tartar. Buy five 
eents’ worth at the druggist’s and dilute 
it in about a pint of warm water. Rub 
this into your hair until you have worked 
up a good lather; then, if you can wait, 
let it remain on the hair about half an 
hour before you rinse it off in several 
elear waters. This ‘is a very cleansing 
wash, and it will also bring out what 
auburn tones may be in your hair.—A.

So much for the engineers. As for the 
contractors, they were impossible from 
the start. Their bids were so’ high, and 
their backing so precarious, that by the 
time the Government gave up the idea of 
employing Wallaces, Stevenses, and 
Shontses, it was also pretty well dis- 
couraged with the outlook for letting out 
the minor parts of the undertaking to 
private individuals. 

So the President selected a quiet, stu- 
dious Army engineer with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel and placed him on the 
newly organized Commission as the active 
member in charge of construction. Dur- 
ing the earlier years there had been much 


‘elaboration of the Canal Zone Govern- 


ment and much interference on the part 
of Congress. At first, the Job was ad- 
ministered from Washington; and even 
the pettiest requisition had to pick its 
way through interminable tangles of red 
tape before the Washington Commission- 
ers could finally arrive at the decision to 
deny it or to scale it down. Meantime 
work was delayed, workers were dying. 

As for the next stage in the develop- 
ment of the undertaking, probably all 
the details will never be known. As in 
so much of our history vital changes have 
taken origin in the most obseure little 
tangles of issues, so the present organiza- 
tion, new to the history of human effort, 
significant in its example to the home 
nation, was worked out through a rapid 
and quite unforeseen series of clashes and 
eon‘usions of authority. Congressional 
inactivity, vigorous administrative action 
at Washington, and the sudden rise of an 
individual. 

Panama is a long way from home. 
Except for the possible pressure of 
an industry in some State or Con- 
gressional District that has some- 
thing to sell to the Canal Commissary, 
the Big Job has no local political — 
cance.
